Applicant argues that "a proper motivation for modifying Bottini has not been provided." Note the motivation for combining the 
teachings of the references is explicitly provided "to accommodate the SOP and DIP packaging." Applicant further agues that "the stated 
motivation for combining the references has been taken, impermissibly, from the present disclosure." Note that Tanaka discloses that a 
pitch of 1 .27 mm Is used for SOP and a pitch of 2.64 mn for DIP. Therefore, the stated motivation for combination has not been taken 
from the instant invention. Applicant argues that "nothing about the Kudo reference suggests any desirable modification to Bottini. 
Takada, which merely identifies dimensions of SOP and DIP devices, does not provide any further suggestion for a modification," Note 
that Bottini shows the configuration recited In the instant invention except a particular type of packaging based on the pitch of the 
leadframe. Kudo is referred to complement this aspect. Takada is referred merely to show what kind of packaging can be used for the 
pitches disclosed In the Kudo reference. 

The arguments on the rejection on claims 12 and 15 are substantially identical to the one for claim 1 above in nature. 
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
